In His Cam|>aign For Presidency 
— ^Huge Sum» B&aag Spent By 
cap.

Washington, May 25 — Walter 

Vick, manager of the presidential 
campaign of Governor Edwards, 
of New Jersey, denied before the 
Senate investigating committee 
today, that any liquor interests 
were "undet- writing" the Gover- 
nor's campaign. Vick said the to- 
tal sum raised for Edwards was 
$12,900. He asserted the Ed- 
wards camjiaign is "not a wet 
campaign in any sense of the 
word, and that he is running sole- 
ly on the platform of his personal 
convictions." He declared the li- 
quor interests had not undertaken 
to finance the campaign. 

John F. Lucy, manager for Her- 
bert Hoover, told the committee 
$66,332 were Hoover's campaign 
expenses for the republican nom- 
ination, exclusive of the Califor- 
nia primary expense, he said, the 
total recepits were $62,185. 

J. W. Bullock, Senator Owen's 
campaign manager, told tiic com- 
mittee that ajiproxiTnately $10,- 
OOG were raised for the Owens' 
campaign. .Samuel Untcrmeyer 
of New York, gave Sl.fKH). Ik- 
was the largest contributor. 
- Disclosures of rmanccs, inter- 
woven with the caiuhdacies, came 
fast and furious, with the follow^ 
ing high spots in the day of con^ 
fession of the campaign mana.. 
gers: 

1. Frank Harris Hitchcock, 

former Postmaster General and 
"generalissimo" of Major General 
Leonard Wood's forces, said to be 
supported hy a committee of 
multimilliouiares, "dodged" the 
production of actual figures on 
Wood ex])eiiditnres. whicli. he ad- 
mitted, were "too extensive." 

2. Gov. Frank O. Lwden's 
manager, L. L. Emmerson. of Ill- 
inois, Secretary of State, "con- 
fessed" the use of $404,000 in 
their i)art of the rej)uhlican con- 
test, $.^8,000 going into Missouri 
alone for the capture of 36 dele- 
gates named by the state conven- 
tion. 

3. Senator Mijes Poindexter, 

of Washington, republican, a'l- 
mittecd having collected $75,000 
from shipyard owners and New 
Ynrk hankers, to finance his fight 
for the republican nomination, 
$50,000 being s-pent for publicity. 

4. Senator Hiram W. Johnson, 
of California, was shown to have 
spent near $72,000 in addition to 
what C.ilifornia friends spent in 
his behalf. 

5. Edmund H. Moore, national 
committeeman anfl manager fr)r 
Governor James M. Cox, of Ohio, 
democrat, reported country-wide 
cxpru'liture-^ of l.ut $22,000, and 
challenged the republicans to look 
into the Wood fund in the Ohio 
primaries, whicli. lie >aid, would 
"make the Xewherry extravag- 
ance in Michigan look like 'piker' 
play." 

"We have no pledges on cabinet 
positions nor anything else," tes- 
tified Mr. Moore. "We say that 
if our candidate is elected he will 
will be a <lemocratic President, 
that is all." 

"What about the republican ex- 
pendittires in the Ohio primary 
election?" asked Senator Wra. S. 
Kenyon. of Iowa, chairman of the 
subcommittee. 

"I have been in politics for al- 
most forty years." Mr. Moore re- 
plied, "and if I know a chicken 
hawk from a hand saw, there v^as 
more money ex]>ended hy the re- 
publicans in the pre-primary elec- 
tion campaign in Ohio than I ever 
saw used in any general election," 
he replied. 

When asked whether or not he 
could name some persons involv_ 
ed in the use of the money he said 
he knew 20 from whom the com., 
mittee could learn much. He said 
that .it constituted a "public scan, 
dal."* 

"Can you tell us who is treas- 
urer of the Wood campaign?" 
asked Senator James A. Reed, of 
Missouri, democrat. 

"I know who the angel was," 
he answered. "William Cooper 
Proctor, of Cincinnati." 

With reference to the Cox can- 
didacy, Mr. Moore submitted 'fig- 
ures showing approximately $22,- 
000 had been subscribed to fi- 
nance the pre-convention presi- 
dential campaign of the Ohio 
governor. Of this amount, $19,- 
600. including a contribution of 
$2,500 from Governor Cox, was 
botained from personal friends of 



ed in Kentucky. A list of con- 
tributors mainly from Ohio, with 
contributions ranging from $200 
to $2,50($, ai^ was •submitted fay 
Mr. Moore. 

The witness testified that be- 
tween $8,000 and $10,000 had been 
spent in building up an .organiza- 
tion in Kentucky, while the ag- 
gregate of all other expenditures, 
principally for publicity, was in 
the neighborhood of $7500 leaving 
a surplus of approximately $2,500. 

"Unfortunately," he said, "there 
were no 'eminent reformers' eag- 
er to contribute to the Cox cam- 
paign, and we did not care for any 
tainted money.** ^ ^

$7.50 and $8 a ton. Under these 
conrlitions an increase from $1 to 
$1.50 is predicted in retail prices.

Theodore K. Lisle was bom in 
Madison county, Kentucky, July 13, 
1842. He grew to manhood in that 
county, where November 2, 1875, he 
was united in mjaiTiage to Miss Nan- 
nie Harris? who survives him.

In the fall of 1879 they came to Mis- 
souri and located on a farm in Sum- 
mit toA\Tiship where ho engaged in 
fanning and live stock dealing until 
1885, when they removed to this citJT 
where they httve since made thcii' 
home. 

T. K. Lisle was of that type, now 

fast passing away, the old tirrvc south- 
era gentleman. Chivalrous and hos- 
pitable!, no strangrer was turned from 
his doors cinpty handed. He was 
strong in his beliefs and convictions 
and possessed the courage to at all 
times express and stand by those con- 
victions. M'ore than a half century 
ago he was made a Mason at Rich- 
mond, Kentucky, and soon after he 
was made Master, of that lodge. In 
political belief he was a Democrat 
and was always active in the coun- 
cils of his party, serving at one time 
as chainwan of the . Bates county 
Dentocratic committee. In 1902 he 
was elected recorder of deeds anO 
made an enviable record in that of- 
fice for the next frmr yeai-.s. At thr 
expiration of his tenn of office hf 
retired from active business life anfl 
has enjoyed a well earned rc^t after 
an active and useful life of many 
years.

Washington, May 25 — Wm. J. 
Bryan took issue today with 
President W ilson on the (i«estion 
of American mandate over Ar- 
menia. Declaring in his state- 
ment "any mandate would be inu 
possible." The United_. States. 
Mr. Bryan said, could do more to, 
ward making the world safe for 
democracy, "even for democracy 
in Armenia," by recognizing the 
republic and ' entering the Lea- 
gue of Nations as the friend of all 
the little countries. 

He said that any mandate- over 
Armenia would involve us in 
an enormous expenditure at a 
time when war taxation is still a 
grievous burden, and would in- 
volve us in the politics of Europe 
and compel us to deal with im- 
placable race hatreds. It would 
involve us in a fierce commercial 
rivalry with the big nations and, 
worst of all, compel us to surren- 
der the vital principle of democ- 
racy, namely, that all pec^le are 
capable of self-government.

Scene, Gaiu«s Plans To Be 
CSianged 

State Road Inspector Cham- 
bers, of Nicholasville, is co-oper- 
ating with Engineer Baxter, of 
Madison county and the wotk on 
the Irvine road is progressing 

rapidly. Contracts for furnish- 
ing rock have been let as follows : 
lirst three and one-half miles to 
S. N. Moberly; C. L. Searcy, 
rock for two miles, and the re- 
mainder to Wagers & Duncan. 
The sand and other material is 
arriving and the lumber and 
steel for the bridge work is on the 
scene of operations.

RICHMOND CENSUS 
BEING DISCUSSED 



What Supervisor Terrill And 
Others Have To Say Relative 
To Ridimond Population 

The result of the taking of the 
censuf; in RiclimoiKl. is creating 
much comment and the figures 
are bein£f cuscd and discussed 
pro and con. principally the latter, 
but the r('!;ult is that the fissures 
have not bee;! changed and the 
popuUtion, according to count of 
Uncle Sam's re])resentatives. is 
unchanged. Some speak of ih.- 
a<Ivisability of having a recount; 
others guessing at the prudency 
of having another count mad'- 
while some arc pondering about 
the best manner in which to have 
this work done oyer. 

The matter as far as the gov- 
ernment is concerned- is at an 
end, and the figures stand. The 
work has been completed and the 
report officially rtluriied by the] 
enumerators. The comijillation i 
of the reports has been finished ! 
and the ofticial worl: is closed. 1 
Should tliere be anything further | 
in the way of a count, it would 
have t(j be at the expense of the 
residents of the city, say know- 
ing ones, and then the resul t , 
would not be offici;dl\- rcci ij^nizcd 
by the government. The only 
satisfaction gained would be in 
the l)elicf that a Inrc^e nnrnbcr of 
residents had either been over- 
looked, or, as one man said, pmb- 
ably counted twice. 

Mr. R. U. Terrill, supervisor of 
census taking in this city and 
county as well as Garrard nnd 
Jessamine counties, m speaking 
of the returns said that it was 
i (li lulit li" s M nn'staken idea of 
many people that many were 
overlooked. He said that he had 
been approached by several who 
said that tliey had not been in- 
cluded in Ihe list. They were 
ta'.n n to the records with the re 
suit that they had been solicited 
at their homes, and that tliey 
were correctly re])orted. "I can 
fven show them the color of their 
eyes." said Mr. Terrill, in dis- 
cn-^inL^ the question. He stated 
th.it I lie time-honored custom of 
figurinj^ five persons rcprescntinj^' 
each voter applied well in the 
case of Richmond, since there 
are about 5,500 voters in the 
city, the censjis returns showing 
a larger proportion than five to 
the family. Mr. Terrill feels con- 
fident that the residents were all 
counted and that the work of 
taking the census here v.as 
thorough and complete. 

E.. C". Stockton — "I would natu- 
rally thinlv there were at least 
o(KX) or 6,50; ])e(iple in Richmond. 
One naturally believes. I think, 
that there are more people in his 
home town- than there really are. 
but the (report of the census was 
a sur])rise to me." 

-Mr. Waller Bennett, president 
(jf the Madison National Bank — 
"There are surely more people in 
Richmond than reported' by the 
census. In fact. T am very sure 
of it. I know of several who 
have been missed. It is natural 
that a few would be iriissed in 
taking the census hov/ever- 1 can- 
not bring myself to believe but 
there are more peoi)le in l\ich- 
uiond than shown by the census."

"With the increased interest in farni- 
ingr and faim living from the effici- 
ency standpoint, thtre Is a ftroat tcn- 
clency on the part of the farmer t( 
ask whether a proposed improvement 
will pay. Unquestionably most of the 
modern improvements offered to the 
fai-m home do pay in increased ability 
to produce profit bcaiing crops. And 
the keen farmer of today realizes this. 
But it is also interesting to note that 
some of the modem improvements do 
pay directly through the dollars and 
cents savings they effect. 

Take for instance the matter f)f the 
electric vacum sweeper. A certain 
hotel keeper in a middle western state 
found that the carpet, in the hotel re- 
ception room., which was cleaned by 
hand sweeping and an occasional beat- 
inj?, had to be removed every three 
yeans. He installed vacum sweeper.- 
and found that his next carpet la.stcd 
for seven years instead of three. The 
reason was that hand sweeping re- 
moved merely the surface dirt and 
that the dust and fine grit left in the 
web of the carpet and beneath it, and 
ground into it by people walking on 
it, hud been slowly cuHinLv tli" carpet 
to pieces.. When vacum sweeping was 
in.stalled, the shaking effect of the 
sv/eeper brashes and the suction of 
the fan drew ail of this dirt and grit 
out, and left the carpet to stand 
i7iri-oly thr> much easier wear of walk- 
ing. The hotel keeper found that thi;. 
saving through making his carpets 
last twice as lonp more tlism paid fot 
the vacuum cleaning systcn™. 

And the same thing will appeal to 
the farmer's wife. She knows that a 
large amount of sand and dirt is 
brought into her house daily and that 
any system which will help her to 
keep her carpets free of it will bo 
well worth while. Fortunately, the 
electric sweeper is at her sei-vicc to- 
day through the development of the 
small electric light and power plants 
for farms. She's enjoying to the full 
the comfort and convenience of 
electric light, and in electric power 
she's finding a sei^ant to do the 
washinij, ironing, scparatin^f, churn- 
ing and pumping as well as the 
sweeping.
